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Imam, Hafiz, Scholar, Jurist, Shaykh al-Islam Abu Bakr Ahmad ibn al-Husayn ibn 'All ibn 
Musa al-Khusrawjirdi, al-Khurasanl was born in Sha'ban in the year 384 AH. Bayhaq is 
among the precincts of Nishapur at a distance of about 12 km [from Nlshapur] hence he is 
famous as Al-Bayhaqi. 

He attended the class of Abu al-Hasan Muhammad ibn al-Husayn al-'Alawi, the student of 
Abu Hamid ibn al-Sharqi from the age of fifteen. He reported extensively from Al-Hakim 
Abu 'Abdullah, the famous Hafiz. He was very intelligent, knowledgeable, wise, pious and a 
prolific author. He was a major Shafi'I jurist and a prominent Ash'ari theologian. 

Hafiz ' Abd al-Ghafir ibn Isma'il says in his Tankh: 

Bayhaqi was an exemplary scholar - content with little and adorned with 
austerity and scrupulousness. He was a jurist, a Hafiz, a master of principles 
[usuli\, pious, scrupulous in his religion, peerless and unequalled in his time, 
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outstanding in his proficiency and rigorousness [in the sciences.] Though he 
was among the prominent students of Al-Hakim, he surpassed even his 
teacher [Al-Hakim] by mastering various other sciences. He copied Hadith 
and memorized it from a very young age; he took to fiqh and mastered it. 
He travelled to Iraq, Al-Jibal and Al-Hijaz and then took to writing. He 
wrote close to a thousand folios among which are pioneering works and 
many of them first of their kind. He was a master of both Hadith and Fiqh; 
of justifications of Hadith [ 'iIaJ\ and reconciliation of conflicting reports. 

Many scholars requested him to relocate to Nishapur from Bayhaq in order 
to benefit from his books; he therefore shifted to Nishapur in the year 441 
AH and began reciting his book Al-Ma'rifah\ many imams attended the 
gatherings. 

Abu al-Ma'ali Imam Al-Haramayn al-Juwayni said: 

"There is no Shafi'i jurist who is not indebted to Imam Shafi'i except Abu 
Bakr al-Bayhaqi; he has instead done a favour to al-Shafi'I by writing books 
in support and in verification of his madhhab." 

Dhahabi commented on his statement: 

"Abu al-Ma'ali is right in making such a claim. And the truth is just as he 
has said it. Because, if Al-Bayhaqi wished to form his own madh'hab, he had 
the necessary qualities and mastery of the sciences; including a 
comprehensive knowledge of differing opinions." 

Three Dreams: 

When Bayhaqi was writing his book Al-Ma 'rifah fi al-Sunan wa al-Athar, a pious scholar 
Muhammad ibn Ahmad saw a dream in which Imam Shafi'i was holding the book and he 
said: 'Today, I have written seven folios from the jurist Ahmad's book.' 



Another scholar saw Imam Shafi'i in his dream sitting in the mosque and he said: "Today, I 
have availed from such and such Hadith mentioned in the jurist's [Ahmad] book." 

Another jurist Muhammad ibn 'Abd al-'Aziz al-Marwaziy says: "I saw a chest suspended in 
the sky and light emanating from it. I asked: 'What is this?' I heard someone say: 'These are 
the books of Ahmad Al-Bayhaqi." 

All three dreams were reported by Imam Bayhaqi's son, Isma'il ibn al-Bayhaqi. Imam 
Dhahabi commented: "These are true dreams. Indeed, Hafiz al-Bayhaqi's books are of 
immense value and of great stature. Few can match the class or clarity of his writing. It is 
necessary for every scholar to acquaint himself with his books, mainly his Sunan Al-Kabir."

He was granted munificence in his knowledge and he has written very beneficial books 
among which are: 

1. Sunan al-Kabir [The Greater Collection of Sunnah] in ten volumes which 
is his masterpiece. It is outstanding because nobody has compiled a book of 
hadith like it in organization, classification and excellence. 

2. Ma 'rifa al-Sunan wa al-Athar [The Knowledge of Sunnas and Reports] in 
four volumes, which is a must read for every Shafi'I jurist. Taqiyuddin Al- 
Subki says that Bayhaqi meant to demonstrate the expanse of Imam Shafi'i's 
knowledge of hadith with this book. 

3. Al-Asma'a wa al-Sifat [The Divine Names and Attributes] in two 
volumes; Taj al-Subki says: T haven't seen anything like it.' [It was published 
by Imam al-Kawthari, with his foreword and notes] 

4. Kitab al-Mu'taqad '[or Kitab al-I'tiqad] [Handbook of Creed] 

5. Al-Ba'ath [wa' al-Nushur] [Resurrection and Judgement Day ]
